Our Cinderella. 


It needed no sceond glance, when we first

Tt 
is the privilege of the grandees of Spuin that 
they may stand with their hats on in the 
presence of their sovereign. There is but 
one noble in England so privleged—the 
head, so to speule, of the DeCourcys, Barls 
of Kinsale. é 

It is just six centeries and a balf since 
Philip of France sent over a kuight to sum 
mon King John to answer for the murder 
of Prince Arthur, or abide by trial by com- 
bat.

ous beaver, and up fired the indignation of 
the beholders. William cared not a jot for 
their indignation. The Dutch wore their 
hats during Divine worship, and he bad not 
ceased to be a Lollander simply for having 
become a King of England.

When round hats came in, at first merely 
for morning or undress wear, but finally be- 
came a fait accompli, like that other little 
matter, the Breach Revolution, all the young 
wearers of them (and there were, at first, no 
others) were denounced as “ blackguards” 
and * highwaymen.” The youthful votaries 
of fashion retorted by nicknaming the three- 
cornered hats, as “Egham, Staines, and 
Windsor,” in allusion to the three-fingered 
road-post pointing in that tripartite direetion. 
‘Phe flat, folding, cresent-shaped beaver, cal- 
led a cocked or an-opera hat, was still to be 
seen as late as 1818; and a party of gen- 
tlemen returning on foot from Alack’s on a 
summer’s morning, with pantaloons tight as 
the Venitian standard-bearer’s, and hats 
cocked according to the mode, presented a 
rather martial look.

give opinions in its favour, and offer plans for | 
itates not to receive | 


its perpetuation, but he: 
from these said “ poor fugitives,.’ funds to ex- 
trieate him from troubles he may never have | 
had, as he did last autumn; he now broaches | 
the bolder plan of a mammoth scheme, and 
so adroitly, that the fugitives are made par- 
‘ies to it. 

The wickedness of the proposition is ap- 
parent—the man who will unblushingly re- 
ceive one dollar a piece from the refugees, 
when among them, at the instance of his | 
own and Mrs. Haviland’s public importun- | 
ities, would countenance begging for them. 
This same Fairfield isone of those interest- 
ed in strewing old clothes where he goes. 
In using an impudent freedom of expression 
about who among the colored people shall 
come to the country and who stay away— 
in pretending to a monopoly of the under- 
ground management—and in so far as our) 
observation and knowledge of him go, in his 
business with the Fugitives, making a nuis- 
ance of himself. Our impression of him, when 
we saw him, was that of a pert, ignorant, but 
meddling and. wilful Michigander, by adop- 
tion, but from any and everywhere else in 
reality—one of the dead weights upon the 
colored people that should be discounte- 
nanced, 

In view of one of Mr, Fairfield’s callings, 
our remarks may give offence to some of 
his worshippers; we cannot help it. Many 
men equally as conscientious and of far 
more weight of character are more useful in 
the same way, and not so exacting as he, 
who is ever ‘ billeting? upon families, under 
protest, and refusing pay on the ground of 
public services rendered, or asking for and 
receiving dollars from them ; as the busi- 
ness pays him well, other men might as 
well receive pay also; their patrons would 
then have the satisfaction of knowing that 
they would not get paid back in an un- 
warrantable interference in their own busi- 
ness, Should Mr. Fairfield start a new 
begging enterprise, he would probably like 
to be an agent, or if not, get a share of the 
spoils—the secret at the boitom of most of 
such enterprises. 

‘The pretence set up by Fairfield and his 
coadjutor Stanton, is, that the Society they 
propose is the same as the “ True Band” of 


Amherstburg, a statement palpably false, as 
the True Band is opposed to begging for 


Fugitives or receiving old clothes or money, 
which Fairfield & Co. are not. 

The men small enough to encourage 
such a plan, have no influence for good 
in Chatham, or elsewhere, we are satisfied, 
and we do hope that all well disposed 
citizens will promptly discountenance it, and 
‘those urging it. 


There was an accidental omission of part of 
the reply made by the Hon. Sir Allen Mc-

the intention of Government respecting 
Colored Militia, in Iast week’s issue, we 
give the article this week with the omitted 
sentence. 


Sir Arran McNas.—With regard to 
the first part of the honorable gentleman’s 
enquiry, whether it is the intention to form 
companies of colored people or negroes, he 
would only say that the government held in 
high respect loyalty wherever it was to be 
found, and would respect the loyalty of the 
colored people of the Province as well as the 
loyalty of other people—color would not 
stand in the way. With regard to whe- 
ther at present colored persons held Her 
Majesty’s Commissions in this Province, 
there were none; but there were, doubtless, 
among such persons men who would dis- 
charge their duties willingly and creditably 
to themselves and the country. And with 
regard to the last question, whether it was 
the intention of the government to make any 
distinetion of color or race, he would say 
most pointedly, that it was not the intention 
of the Government to do so.

The Kansas Outrages—Slave Piracy, &c. 


Pamapereuta, May 10th, 1855, 

When I commenced my last communica: 
tion, there was a great dearth of Anti-Shwvery 
news ; since then, however, a marked change 
has taken place. ‘The telegraphs and rail- 
roads have brought fresh and thrilling re- 
ports of sanguinary outrages in Kansas, and 


inhuman tortures of slaves in Kentucky. In 
addition, we have had, in this city, a case of 
Kidnapping, and the trial of Captain J. G. 


|Darnaud, for slave piracy; of course, we 


have, therefore, no further cause to complain 
of the scarcity of news, only of its charac- 
ter. 

With so many horrible phases of eruélty 
before one’s eye, it is puzzling to decide 
where to begin at, a description or remarks. 


With regard to the Missourians, they 
have unmistakably developed their truly ty- 
ranical character. Scarcely can the most 
blinded keep from comprehending their 
avaricious purpose, at all hazard, to keep 
free men, possessing the love of liberty, from 
enjoying rights in Kansas. ‘They are as 
good, however, in my opinion, as any other 


| slaveholders in the United States, though 


they lacked the sagacity to conceal their 
nefarious purposes, as has formerly been the | 
usual practice with American tyrants, Alsor 
notwithstanding the fact of their having 
marched over to Kansas, by thousands, sup- 
plied with loads of rum, and armed with 
bowie-knives, revolvers, mounted earinons| 
&e,, accompanied with cavalry, by which 
they made the place of their rage exceedingly 
terrible—controlling the election by taking 
full possession of the polls—causing the | 
legal voters, in dreadful consternation, to | 
Seek safety in flight! 

Perhaps it is well for tho Anti-Slavery 
cause that the Missourians took the oppor- | 
tunity of showing to the world a distinct 
specimen of their humanity—temperances 
peace, love of liberty, &c,—especially as | 
northern apologists have done so much harm 
in misleading foreigners in relation to the | 
true character of slavery in this country 
Such wholesale brutality as is here brought 
to light is beyond the possibility of covering 
up; their lawless deeds will bear undying 
testimony against oppression the civilized | 
world over! 

Perhaps none or but very few have ever 
supposed that Missouri slaveholders would 
quietly submit to see northern men establish 
free institutions in Kansas ; a large Free 
State, lying so contiguous as Kansas does to 
Missouri, could in no sense be regarded by 
slaveholders, who derive all their support 
and pleasures from the unrequited toil of 
their slaves in any other than a hostile atti- 
tude, Though “contented and happy” as 
their slaves may have been “ raised,” the 
master well knows that the temptation, on 
their part, to take a trip on the underground 
railroad, would in most cases be irresistable, 
by “ weak flesh”—in case Kansas should be 
cursed with freedom. It is very satural, 


therefore, that they should eagerly watch 
every appearance of danger, and grow 


violent at the most remote indication that 
their system of oppression might be disturb- 
ed by disapproving neighbors. The Press or 
the preacher daring to inculcate doctrines, 
however mildly, adyerse to slavery in Kan- 
sas, has already been given to understand, 
as the destruction of one press bears witness, 
as well as preachers having to escape also, 
that their agency cannot be tolerated. 
Hon’ble A. H. Reeder, Governor of Kan- 
sas, being terrified by the diabolical proceed- 
ings of his Missouri neighbors, deemed it 
expedient to leave the scene of disorder, in 
post haste, to make a visit to Washington» 
with a view of laying the afilictions of his 
subjects before the President of the U. 8. 
On the 30th ult, he arrived in Maton, Pa., 
the place of his former residence, and met a 
very enthusiastic reception from his friends; 
in his speech on the occasion, he confessed 
that “Kansas was subdued, subjugated and 
conquered, by armed men from Missouri.” 
He also declared that“ the accounts of the 
fierce outrage and wild violence perpetrated 
| at the clection, and published in the north- 
ern papers, were in nowise exaggerated,” Ke, 
Thongh several days have elapsed since 
| the Governor’s visit to the President, yet 
| not aword have the public been permitted 
| to hear from him on the subject—how vastly 
| different he was actuated a little over a year 
ago, when informed that a poor fugitive had 
been overtaken in Boston, by the hunters, 
and that sympathy and aid were being ex-

Emigration, 


Accounts from England state that the 
tide of emigration from the whole United 
Kingdom, has much slackened in its extent 
during this Spring. Although, undeniably, 
there are numbers leaving from the west 
coast of Ireland, at the instance of their 
friends in the new worl! ; yet, from private 
letters, we are led to believe that the falling 
off in the “ exodus is not exceptional in any 
locality. In the Mersey and the Shannon, 
packet ships have waited for weeks in expec 
tation of getting their usual complement of 
passengers, but ultimately they have had to 
make their voyage with a number consider- 
ably short of that which they were charte 
ed to carry. This is traceable to several ¢ 
cumstances; apparently, in the first place, 
from the numerical decrease in the people 
from which the emigration was supplied ; 
secondly, from the ameliorated condition of 
the poor; and, lastly, from the demand for 
able-bodied persons, caused by the present 
war, and the increased calls of agriculture 
and trade. Complaints are at present pretty 
generally made by the old country farmers 
——a class proverbially given to grumbling, 
however—on account of the scarcity of farm 
laborers. And in many counties, it is s 
that the militia have monopolised the supply 
of able-bodied men, on whom the periodical 
demands of agriculture formerly depended, 
Hence, we believe that the emigration to 
this continent, during the year, will show a 
considerable diminution. “Whether that di 
minution will pertain to Canada, however, is 
another question. Whatever the emigr: 
tion for the current year may be, Canada 
will get more than her former proportion of 
it. In Germany, and throughout tae United 
Kingdom, the native American movement is 
pretty generally{ynderstood, and we may de- 
pend upon it, that people will be naturally 
more inclined to adopt that country as their 
home, which awaits them with a weleome, 
than that one which offers to treat them as 
intruders, and tells them that they are not 
wanting within its limits, 

‘This year will see the commencement of a 
new era in_Canadian immigration, War 
taxes and war prices are felt severely by the 
English middle classes, and those who have 
hitherto lived respectably on fixed annuities, 
are now reduced to the most straitened cir- 
cumstances. ‘These people can see nothing 
before them but progressive poverty so long 
as the war continues; and they naturally 
desire to get rid of the responsibility of war 
imposts, by fixing their abode in a country 
which is not subject to them. ‘The diffusion 


‘of information is all that is required to gain 


for Canada the preponderance of advan- 
tages resulting to new countries, from bi 
state of things. —Prototype, 


(@> A number of farmers living in the vi- 
vinity of North Augusta, in the County of 
Leeds, the Prescott Zvlegraph says, are in 
a destitute situation, having little to eat, and 
being totally unable to obtain seed to put in 
the ground, owing to the destruction of their 
crops by fire last summer.

Avyotmner New RRITORY.—A_ letter 
from New Mexico to the New Orleans 
Picayune states that the Legislature of that 
territory have some thoughts of memorializ- 
ing Congress to erect a new territory out of 
the southern portion of New Mexico. The 
present territory is eight hundred miles long, 
six hundred and fifty broad, and is inhabited 
by one bundred thousand people. ‘The tract 
of country newly acquired from Mexico has 
given it a comparatively large population in 
its southern part, and the section is now so 
far removed from Santa Fe, the seat of Gov- 
ernment, and the country is so dangerous 
and diflicult for travelers, that communica- 
tion is for all ordinary purposes impractica- 
ble. The proposed territory is to be called 
Pimeria; it is said to possess vast agricultural 
and mineral resources, and to be capable of 
supporting « large population. The letter 
to the Pucayune states that it already con- 
tains a larger population than either Oregon, 
Washington, Minnesota, Kansas or Nebraska 
contained, when they were erected into tecri- 
tories. 


2" Capt. James G, Daman, late of the 
brig Grey Eagle, is on trial for bis life at the 
U.S. Circuit Court in Philadelphia, being 
charged with landing a cargo of slaves on 
the coast of Cuba, by bribing an officer, and 
received for his cargo several hundred dollars 
which was shared among the owners, officers 
and crew of the vessel.

Terrible Tragedy in Beloit, Wis,

But, on the con- 
trary, when the case was called up in court, 
the Hon. Garrett Davis, Mr. Lewis' lawyer, 
remarked, in substance, that the slaves in 
question were in the possession of the court, 
and that the Attorney for the Commonwealth 
could have such order made in the case as he 
(the Attorney) chose.

for an order to sell said slaves, according to

‘t. Lewis would have anticipated the whole 
proceedings and put the negroes out of the 
way—a thing that the neighbors were very 
anxious to prevent, for they had volunteered 
their information to the Jury, and wished it 
confirmed by the appearance of the negroes. 
The writer of this saw the slavegin the jail, 
in company with divers other gentlemen of 
Paris and Bourbon County, and I will say that 
‘Sully had old scars on her back as large as one’s 
hands; sores upon her hips, thighs and legs, 
that could scarcely be covered with the palm 
ofthe hand. The smaller one’s condition has 
been described above. She came to jail with 
no other clothing on than a lindsey dress. 
You are ready to inquire who are this ** Mr, 
“Alpheus Lewis and Margaret his wife.” 
Heis the son of Alpheus Lewis, sen., of Clarke 
county, Kentucky. Mr. Lewis, sen’r is Said to 
bea member of the Bapiist Church, (Calvan- 
istic is the term of distinction in this country,) 
@ man of wealth anil reputed to be one of the 
dest of families. Mrs. Lewis’ maiden name 
was Scott, aud perhaps she has inherited from 
her father, Robert Scott, a larger estate than 


any lady now living in our connty. Her 
father died while she was quite young. Her 
mother afterward married again. Her mother 


and step-father are of the same religious faith 
with Mr. Lewis’ father. ‘The step-father oc- 
sasionally preaches, perhaps regularly. If 
these parents have brought up “ Alpheus and 
Margaret “his wife” in the nurture and ad- 
monition of the Lord, the wise man erred 
when he said, train up achildin the way he 
should go, and when he ig old he will notdepart 
from it. ‘Their fortune is ample. They spena 
much of their time in New Orleans, and other 
cities. Their large estate, in a good neigh. 
borhood, in Bourbon county, not being situated 
ona macadamized road, is not a suitable place 
for them to dwell in. ‘They purchased a fine 
piece of land in Gov. McDowell's survey, and 
built upon it a handsome dwelling after the 
fost approved modern style. They laid out 
their grounds with taste, made a splendid car- 
riage road, and groups of handsome evergreens 
decorate their beautiful and extensive yard ; 
so that the traveller, upon the road between 
‘Paris and Lexington, (und which, by-the-bye, 
is said to be one of the finest roads in the 
Union,) as he passes, would doubtless feel 
that here was a paradise ; for here, nature and 
art have combined to make this place lovely 
andenchanting. Oh! shame, that it should 
be anything Ise than paradisical ! But here 
Js the residence of “ Alpheus Lewis, jun. and 
Margaret, his wife.”

I A Chinese newspaper is published 
weekly in California, under the title of T'ung- 
Weai San-Luk, edited by Lee Kau. The 
Proposed object is to vindicate the Chinese 
population, established in California, from the 
aspersions cast upon them by the Americans, 
and especially by the Governor of California. 
According to the Tung-JVigai, there are five 
Chinese clubs flonrishing in San Francisco, 
These clubs furnish beds, fuel, and water to 
Chinese guests who remain for a short time ; 
also lodging-places and medicines for the aged 
and sick. According to Lee Kau’s journal, 
the Chinese in California do not number more 
than 40,000. They acknowledge that there 
are only 2,000 Chinese women in California, 
but they say their wives have compressed 
feet, and are unfit to encounter the winds aud 
waves during an ocean voyaye. They com- 
plain of the violence and extortion to which 
they are subjected in California. The Ameri- 
ans have at length decided that the Chinese 
shall be treated like Indians and negroes, and 
not allowed to give evidence in a court of jus- 
tice. At this fee Kau is indignant, and re- 
marks in an editorial : “When we reflect 
upon the honorable position that China has 
maintained for muny thousands of years, upon 
the wisdom transmitted by her philosophers, 
upon her array of civil and military powers, 
upon the fame of her civilization, upon the 
wealth and populousness of her possessions, 
and then behold the people of other nations 
‘heap ridicule upon us as if we were the same 
as Indians, who wear neither clothes nor 
shoes, and who live in wild places and in 
caves, We ask—is it possible that this can be 
in accordance with the will of Heaven ?” 


A Pretty Fellow for a Bishop, 


According to a Correspondent of the 
Atlas under the signature of « Clericus,” a 
great cruelty is about to be inflieted on the 
colonists, if not on the aborigines, of Sierra 
Leone. The Bishop whose diocess includes 
that settlement has departed this life, and 
Clericus says— 

Jt is naturally expected by the colonists 
of our West African settlements, that the in- 
dividual selected as his successor should be 
in every respect a man of recognised ability. 
How far this expectation will be fulfilled Te~

money-grubber for example ?—if the latter, 
certainly they will be craelly disappointed 
in the Prelate to be appointed to a see 
“worth upwards of £1,500 per annum.” 
Such disappointment, however, although 
cruel enough, is nothing to those who are 
used to it, as the inhabitants of the mother 
country undoubtedly are, if the colonists are 
not. But no—ithe disqualitication of the 
reputed Bishop-elect is of quite another 
kind, in the view of Clericus; who continues— 

“Far be it from me to deny the abilities of 
his gentleman for the office he enjoys ; but 
it is another and a very different affair if his 
literary attainment will not bear the test of 
examinatioa.” 

Well: but is this so? Clericus simply 
replies: 

“ And how could it be oth erwise, consider~ 
ing that he was, it is alleged, originally bred 
a mechanic, and went out to Sierra Leone in 
the capacity of a Catechist to the Church 
Missionary Society upwards of 35 years ago.’ 

Originslly bred a mechanic. So have 
been some learned men—and somé more 
than learned. A mechanic—shall we say 
atent-maker? Or what does Clericus think 
of the vocation of a carpenter? That to 
have been originally bred to that mechanical 
business, entails disability for the office of 
Bishop? Oh! Clericus! Is the carpenter’s 
bench so infinitely beneath the episcopal ? 
Are the hands which have once wielded the 
adze and the axe, and the saw, and the 
plane, and the gouge, and the chisel, and 
the augur, and the gimlet, and the centre- 
bit, to be forever debarred from grasping 
the crosier? Is the brown paper cap ex- 
changeable on no conditions for the mitre? 
It was not so at the beginning of the first 
century of this era. But Clericus evidently 
considers that we have changed all that— 
for a superior system. He proceeds, in al- 
lusion to the antecedents of the deprecated 
Bishop: 

“I mention this in no invidious spirit 
viewing it on the contrary as highly com- 
mendable ; but something very different is 
very properly looked for in one who seeks to 
oceupy the distinguished position of a high 
dignity of the Church; and I venture to 
maintain, that if this gentleman obtains the 
Bishopric of West-Africa, it will be an injus- 
tice done to the hard-working, ill-paid clergy 
of England, many of whom are equally pious, 
and have besides won for t .emselves the high- 
est University honors,” . 

Something very different from a fellow who 
was originally bred (say) a carpenter, though 
he has subsequenty been a Church Mis- 
sionary for more than 35 years, is wanted, 
say Clericus, for a Missionary Bishop. 
What other thing would he have? A 
thing of unsullied hands, irreproachable 
white tie, correct black cvat, vest, and pan- 
taloons, unexceptionable lavender-kid glo 
dainty intonation, delicate features, Macas- 
sar-olied curls and aristocratic connections ? 
For that is something which has succeeded 
the primitive Missionaries—from wi:om it 
is certainly something very different—

HE Independent, of New York, in an article 
A eae paper, of the 15th March, being one 
ofa continuation ofarticles regarding the “Ame- 
rican Tract Society,” has this sentence :—* For 
thirty years, one of the greatest institutions of 
Evangelical Christendom, has been testitying in 
effet, that the institution of Slavery, the “buying 
and selling of human beings, and the profession 
of the slave-trader, are less offensive to God, less 
contary to the Gospel, less perilous to the souls of 
men, than the practice of dancing. It has at- 
tempted to exhibitand authenticaie, on the wid- 
est scale, an administration of. Christianity, in 
which there shall be no more syllable of rebuke 
tor crimes that shoel the morals sense of Chris- 
tendum, The influence of the Tract Society 
has tended to make the Southern churches more 
timid and cowed in the presence of the imperious 
slave-trading interest, As a consequence of this 
poliey—partly, but not exctusively—behold the 
Socraray Avosricy!”
